burg.

Parja of the bomb 
flew through the, room, smashing 
glass and crockery. E very body started 
for the doors, but the panic abated as 
soon as it became evident that only one 
bomb had been placed. When the po- 
lice arrived they found only three peo- 
ple injured, one of them the socialist 
poet, Taillade, who was wounded se- 
verely in the head. 


The end of the restaurant facing the 


Eue de Conde was partly wrecked. 
The window sill and two or three feet 
of the wall were blown out, the plaster 
was cleaned from the ceiling as if 
with

fragments. 
Not :t window in the Rue 


de Conde front of the building- was left 
whole. 
The windows of houses for 'iOO 


feet up and- down the street were 
smashed into bits, and the pavement 
was strewn with "-lass.

and the audience in the Odenn theater, 
hardly 150 yards distant, was badly 
frig-hteued by tho report and shock. 
At first many arose to leave, hut the 
manager quieted their fears and tho 
performance proceeded to the end.
